The oourt house was MM with lo- 
cal cltlsens Tuesday avoning called 
there by the Mayor to hear repreanta- 
tlves of the SUte Board ot Health and 
to dlscnas generaly the local water sit- 
uation.

Captain C. N. Harrub, detailed by 
the r, a. Public Health Service to the 
Kentucky Htate nonrd of Health, de- 
scribed the results of his Investiga- 
tion of Mie local water situation and 
recoMiiiieiiili'd iluu nothing hut a sand 
flltr.itlon Bystem would give to Mays- 
ville a safe and BatlBfactory. witcr 
The Captain then aiiKwered various 
questions aud various lorsl citizens 
expressed their views on the sltiintlon. 
It seemed to he the opinion of all that 
a flltrallon syatem for Maysville was 
to be desired but some though that 
this was not the time tor the building 
of such a'plant 

After a general disdusslon of the 
condition. Captain Harrub asked the 
audience how many wanted to see 
Afaysville have a safe and satisfactory 
water. Practically everyone Hw the 
court houae arose to their feet. He 
then asked how many would back the 
City Council in entering into a con- 
tract with the Maysville Water Com- 
pany tor thfr Installation of a flltra- 
tton system.' A tow aroae In answer to 
this query but when he asked how 
many favored the city, itself, Install- 
in; a fltration plant If necessary, prac- 
tically everyone -In the house aroae to 
their fe^t. 

Federal Judge A. M. J. Cocbraa and 
Captain Horace J. Coohraa auKKested 
that the city of tlayarllle could issue 
its bonds at five per cent, and b^ld 
a flltratlon plant at quite a saving to 
the city over the proposition made by 
the Water Company to the Clty^^Coun- 
cll. It waB pxiilalned however, that 
this woiilil teauire a vole of the poo-, 
pie aud that such an election could not 
bp culled until .November. 

Captain Harrub again last niglit 
slated that It was his purpose to seek 
ail Injunctlim againsl the Maysville 
Water Company stopiilng tbem from 
puini)lng water Into the city's mains If 
nothing had been done 10 give the City 
nitration by March l.">lh. 

The mass meeting adjourned with 
nothing definite being done. 

Mayor Russell has called another 
B|teclal meeting of City Council at the 
Council Chamber this evening ut 7 
o'clock to again go Into the question.

VOTEJ NOVEMBER 

RepnblleaB Leaders Pnmlse That BUI

Frankfort. Ky., March S. — The re- 
quest of one branch of the Kentucky 
woman suffrage organization for the 
submission of a suffrage amendment 
to the state constitution has been de- 
nt«!u u> thARtatt K"^ '- lure, but Ken- 
tucky women will vote at the Novem- 
ber elections of this year. 

If the Anthony aiiiondment to the 
Federal constitution which the Legis- 
lature ratified on its opening day, Is 
ratined by a sufficient number of 
Btntes then equal suifrage will be 
given. 

However. In Kentucky, women are 
to be given their rlgl(t to vote upon 
presldentisl candidates by act of the 
Legislature. 

Republican leaders have given posi- 
tive assurance that before the end of 
the session the bill granting women 
the right to vote In presidential elec- 
tions w'll be paaed. It was Introduced 
In the H.ouBe by Representative Joseph 
Ijitarus, the Republican floor leader, 
and in the upper house by- Senator 
Hiram .Brock, the spokesman tor the 
adminiatratioh in that body. 

The tall elaotlona wUI see women of 
Kentucky attain the goal for which 
they have worked for many years and 
only one thing rematna to guarantee 
them the rights ot suSTage in full and 
without qnastlon. That is the adop- 
tion of a atata suffrage amendment and 
the next Legislature can not tail to 
accede to this request.

ever purchaae the plant upon an ap- 
praisal under the existing contract, I 
would favor the City of Maysville pay- 
ing the cost of suoh erection, The 
City of Maysvi^e ahould be pufln'po- 
sitton to know exaotly the amount of 
such cost. My own ludgment Is that 
now is not the time to Incur such ex- 
penditure, but I would waive this If 
it Is thought best to take the matter up 
at once.

The Income Tax Imposed b; Art 
of Consreia on eumlnes of the year 
10I9 Is now belns collected. 

Returns under oath must be made 
on or before March 16 by every citi- 
zen and resident who had a net in- 
come for 1910 amounting to: 

$1,000 or ever, if slngfe; or if mar- 
ried and living apart from wife (or 
hUHhand) ; or If widowed or {llvorced. 

$2,000 or over. If married and living 
with wife <or husband). 

The ftatua of the person on tlie Inst 
day of the year fixes the status for 
the year with respect to tbe above 
reqoliements. 

Under any of these circumstances a 
return must be majiSk even though 
no tax Is due. 

Husband jmd wife inust consider 
the Income of both, plus that of de- 
pendent minor children. In nieednK 
this requirement ; and, If ;^i(nclent to 
r(H]ulre a return, nil Itpms must be 
shown In a Joint return or In separate 
returns of hushond nnd wife. 

A single person with minor depend- 
ents must Include the Income of such 
dependents. 

A minor who has • net income of 
$1.(XX) or more la Aet . considered a 
ili'ppndent and moat flio ir~wparate 
rciiirn.

How to pioura Ineemo. 

The best waf to find ont whether 
one must file a return Is to get a Form 
t040A and follow the Instructinns 
printed on It. Thnt form will serve as 
s reminder of every item of income, 
and If a return is due It ttils bow to 
prepare and file It 

If la doubt on any point as to Income 
or deductions, a person may aecnre free 
advice and aid from the nearest Inter- 
nal Revenue ofllce. 

Guesswork, estimates and othpr lilt- 
or-wlss methods are barred wlicii a per- 
son Is milking out his Income Tax re- 
turn. Accuracy and completeness must 
be Insisted upon. The retorn Is a 
sworn statement Aa tmth It muat be 
thOMOfh and accurate. ' ^ 

Salaried persona and wag* earners 
must ascertain the actual oompensatlou 
received. Overtime, bonuses, shares in 
the profits uf a business, viilue of quar- 
ters and hoard furnished by the em- 
ployer and other items \rhlcli are com- 
pensatlons for servlce't must be In- 
cluded. 

It must be borne In mind that com- 
pensation may be paid in ^ther fbrms 
than in cash. A bonus paid in Liberty 
Bonds Is taxable at the market value 
of the bonds. A note received in pay- 
ment for services Is taxable Income' at 
Its fnce value, und the interest njvon 
it Is al.so taxable. 

Other Returns Ou*. 

Every partnership doing baslnes!> In 
the Doited States must file a return 
on Form 1060; and every permuial 
ser><«ce corporatiOB IfiQSt flie a similar 
return. 

Corporations mnst file annaal f- 
turns on Form IBO. 

Truatees, executors, admintstratom 
and others acting In a fiduciary rarac- 
Ity are required to file returns. In 
soi>W cases, rorin 10)1 is usimI : in 
others. Form lOlO; iind still iiili.r«, 
returns on both forms ure required. 

Information returns, on Forms JiJ99 
snd llXK], must be filed by every or- 
ganization, firm or person who paid, 
during 1019, an amount of fl<000 In 
salary, wages. Interest, rent, or other 
fixed or determinable income to an- 
etiier person, partnership, personal 
service corporation or fiduciary. These 
information returns should be for- 
nnided directly to the Oammlsslouer 
of Internal Revenue (sorting dlTlslon), 
Washington, D. C.

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Frankfort, Ky.. March 3 —In the 
plan to raise revenue to build roads 
the House of Representatives Tuesday 
passed bills Imposing a tax of one cent 
a gallon on gasoline and 60 rents a 
horsepower on motor vehicles. It Is 
estimated that these bills will raise 
$2,600,000 annually. 

The bill taxing gasoline was passed 
Bl to 26. Representtatlve Arch Hamil- 
ton, of Fayette county, desired to ex- 
rempt from its provisions all classes of 
engines operated by gasoline not. used 
on roads. 

Several amendments which Speaker 
Br s worth held wSre not germane to 
the subject were" offered, ono provld- 
in.<; for a ten-oent tax on bank deposita 
and another for a tax of three centa on 
ton coal mined tn the atate. Represen- 
Utlve John T. Murphy, of Covington, 
was the author of the latter amend- 
ment He Insisted that it was germane 
In that it was intended to raise Reve- 
nue for road building. 

Representative Murphy also sought 
to amend the bill so as to provide a 
resiBtratlon foe on each motor vehicle 
by placing a tax on vehicles of all 
kPidfi. His amendment called for a $8 
la V on one-horse-drawn vehicles ,and 
tax of $2 for each additional horse. 
Horse-drawn vcIiIcIor, lio said, wore 
just as responsible for tlin bad conili- 
1( n of Kentucky's roads as motor ve- 
hlrloH, and he though they should be 
made to boar tboir proportionate part 
of taxes for road building. 

In explaining his vote UoproHcnla- 
tlve Charles R. Scott said that ho own- 
ed automobiles, trucks and horse- 
drawn vehicles, and, believing In 
eqtial Justice for all, he thought the 
Murphy amendment should be adopted. 

"I'he amendment was rejected and 
the bill paaed, 66 to 24. 

Sills prepared by the r)\idKot rom- 
mission were passed. Altliougb sev- 
eral of the Democratic members of the 
Hotise were diligent in their efforts to 
amend the bills, when the flnal vote 
was taken they lined up solidly for the 
measures. 

Committee amendmenU increased 
the appropriatfcm as follows: Ken- 
tneky State Historical Society. $8,000 
to t6,0000; Kentucky Children's Home 
Society for White Children, $60,000 to 
$65,000; Kentucky Jlome Society for 
Colored Children, $10,000 to $16,000; 
^Kentucky School for Bdiication of the 
Blind, $40,000 to $60,000, and Kentucky 
School for the Deaf, $90,000 to $95,000.
